It is still alittle early to tell just hdw 


much the Thanksgiving dinner is go- 
ing to cost. It Cannot be decided yet 
whether it will be tnrkey or plain 
chicken, thit the common people will 
eat in their thankfulness. Not a dealer 
will commit himself by saying what, in 
his opinion, will be the price of the 
festive turkey. If the turkeys do not 
take a bract, before another week, all 
will have a tnrkey, fur, according to the 
market reports of Friday, the turkeys 
were rather low, and at the retail price 
would not go over 20 cents a ponnd. 
Yet a rise may follow at any minute. 


The man who buys a turkey, this 


year, for the family must not be too 
particular, as the dealers say there will 
not be many native turkeys upon the 
market, most of them coming from the 
West or from Vermont. 
This latter 


class is as a rule, a Western turkey that 
has been brought East six or seven 
weeks ago alive, and fatted in Ver- 
mont. This covers all the require- 
ments of having a good one, however, 
as they are here readyv for the market, 
aud are as a mle very fat. 


Fresh eggs are going to make a man 


groan when he buys them a little later, 
unless there is a change from the pres- 
ent outlook. They are now very scarce, 
and the general run of eggs commands 
a price of 22 cents a dozen. They are 
likely to travel up even now. 


The vegetables for the table are very 


low, this year, and good specimens of 
all kinds, are to bs procnred. 


Apples are firm, good ones being 


about 35 cents a peck. Oranges at 30 
cents a dozen are procurable. Lemons 
and bananas are cheap and of not the 
very best quality. 
Grapes will be at 


the same price, and the uuU are the 
same as last year, being quite cheap.
